Immense Silverwork. 


By Cuas. A, BRassLer. 


ILVERWORK in very large propor- 
tions seems to have come into favor 
again. Only recently THE JEWELERS’ CiIr- 
CULAR-WEEKLY illustrated several pieces be- 
longing to a set of solid silver furniture, 
made by a London firm for an East Indian 
prince. The cradle presented to the first 
child of the Italran royal couple was of 
silver, like that of the King of Rome. At 
one time such large objects in silver work 
were quite plentiful, at least in the palaces, 
churches, etc 
In the place of the magnificent furniture 
in which the silver was merely a mounting 
there came into fashion, at the end of the 
17th century, entire silver furnishings for

rooms, without wooden frames, or in which 
they were completely covered with the 
metal. At first those articles of equipment 
that had formerly been made of bronze 
or brass were fashioned in silver—bracket 
lights, wall lights, chandeliers, hanging 
lamps, and even the balustrade in the sleep- 
ing apartment of Frederick the Second at 
the town castle in Potsdam. The idea in 
this case was doubtless to accumulate large 
quantities of silver to fall back on in case 
of need. 

In the Berlin castle there were 64 wall 
chandeliers, of which each was mounted on 
a mural plate weighing 100 pounds, the so- 
called “Blaker.” Fireplace equipment of 
silver, already mentioned in an inventory of 
Mazarin’s in 1653, was in use in Berlin. 


For Versailles great quantities of furni 
ture were made wholly of solid silver, and 
in the castle at Berlin not only the throne 
but dozens of tables and chairs were fash

ioned entirely of this metal, also the newly 
acquired article of furniture dating from 
the 17th century, the gueridon, a stand to

accommodate candelabra, also the mirrors, 
with large figured tops of solid silver. In 
the knights’ hall of the Berlin castle even 
the great orchestra for the musicians was

of silver, finished by Lieberkiithn in 1739 
and melted down again in 1744, Of these 
furnishings only two chairs, used now as 
throne seats (the work of Sebastian Mylius 
in Augsburg, about 1700) and a few mirror 
frames, but without their tops, have been 
preserved In Dresden there is a somewhat 
larger assortment of tables, fire screens and 
candelabra; in Moscow the complete fur- 
nishings of a room, very rich and appa- 
rently complete in the equipment of Han- 
overian origin, now belonging to the Duke 
of Cumberland. All these pieces are of 
heavy repoussé silver sheet in the baroque 
style, and all are of Augsburg workman- 
ship. Silver furniture of the rococo period

is no longer abundant; some, of the period 
of Frederick II., is in the city castle of 
Potsdam, but in bronze forms and in con- 
junction with wood. 

The baroque and rococo styles had un- 
disputed control of the silversmith’s art in 
the 18th century; it may, indeed, be re- 
marked that the superiority shown in the 
detail work of the new style, as compared 
with the plain gold and silver objects, was 
speedily recognized and adopted. In fact, 
there is a great deal in the theory that the 
porcelain, to which we are willing to ascribe 
a new style, and perhaps even the rococo 
detail forms, may have found its inspiration 
principally in the table silver of this period.

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Unios Be Protected from Extermination.*

| The Pearl Fisheries of North America and How Can the

HE gathering of shells for manufacture 
has extended to many of the large 
tributaries of the Mississippi, especiaily the 
Arkansas, the White, the St. Francis, the 
Ohio and the Wabash rivers. And this 
industry has added largely to the pear! yield 
in these waters.

Wabash River and its tributaries, where 
shell collecting developed in 1903. Camps 
were established at almost every town 
along the river from the mouth up 
to St. Francis, Ill, and about 1,000 per- 


sons in all found employment. Some of 
the most beautiful American gems have 
come from this river. They are usually 
silvery white in color and of the finest lus- 
ter. A single pearl weighing only 10 
grains has been sold at the river for $1,000; 
but it is frequently the case that a fine gem 
will sell for more at the place where found 
than in the great markets. 

The pearl-hunting excitement has been 
felt even on the Atlantic seaboard, as a 
result of the publication of the discoveries 
in the Mississippi Valley. In Maine many 
pearls have been reported, espécially in the 
vicinity of Moosehead Lake. In 1901 over 
100 were found in that vicinity; most of 
them were of little value, but more than a 
dozen were worth $10 or $15 each. Three 
found by Kineo guides were sold for an 
aggregate of $300. The choicest one re- 
ported in that year weighed 12% grains 
and sold for $150; had it been perfect in 
form and luster its value would have been 
several times that amount. Most of these 
pearls were secured by Moosehead guides, 
who found purchasers among the visiting 
fishermen and hunters 

Since 1901 many farm boys as well as 
guides have devoted much attention to the 
business, some of them deriving as large a 
revenue therefrom as from the use of the 
rifle. Good finds have been made during 
the last year or two especially. In 1906, 
one choice pearl sold for $700, and many 
have sold for $10 to $75 each. The search 
has proven so alluring that returning visi- 
tors have complained that some of the 
guides care to do little more than search 
every rill, brook and creek they come 
across, looking for mollusks. Just at pres- 
ent the principal attention seems to be di- 
rected to the streams in the western part 
of Maine, where the river beds are more 
sandy and the shellfish more abundant than 
in the northern and eastern part of the 
State. 

The mollusks are removed from the river 
bottoms by various means and by many 
forms of apparatus. In the _ shallow 
streams the fishermen simply wade out in 
the water and pick up the shells by hand. 
If not really visible from the surface, the 
shells may be located with the bare feet or

by the use of a water-telescope. Where 
the water is too deep for wading, the fisher- 
men work from small boats and use garden 
rakes or other convenient implements. 

Where pearling has developed into more 
of an industry, special forms of rakes and 
drags are employed. A_ shoulder rake, 
with a handle 12 to 20 feet in length, is 
used extensively under the ice in frozen 
rivers and in lakes and other places where 
the water is still and from 8 to 15 feet in 
depth. This is simply an overgrown or 
enlarged garden rake, armed with 12 or 15 
iron teeth about 5 inches in length. A wire 
scoop or basket is attached to receive the 
catch as it is pulled from the bottom by 
the teeth, and when this scoop is well filled 
it is lifted and the contents dumped on the 
ice or into the skiff. This method is la- 
borious and is employed only where the 
water is shallow and the mollusks are 
abundant. Scissor tongs—similar to those 
used by oystermen on the Atlantic coast— 
are also employed in some localities. espe- 
cially in Arkansas, where it is estimated 
that 1,700 pairs were manufactured and 
sold in 1899 and 1900, at about $7 each. 

In the large streams of the Mississippi 
Valley, with their slow and steady currents, 
and where the Unios are taken largely for 
the use of shells in button manufacture, 
the most popular form of apparatus since 
1896 has been the crowfoot drag. This in- 
genious contrivance consists of a crossbar 
of hollow iron tubing or common gas pipe, 
6 or 8 feet long, to which are attached, at 
intervals of 5 or 6 inches, stout twine or 
chain snoods or stagings, each about 18 
inches in length. To each of these are at- 
tached 3 or 4 prongs or “hooks” about 6 
inches apart. These “hooks” are four- 
pronged, and are made of two pieces of 
stout wire bent at right angles to each 
other. According to the depth of the 
water, from 25 to 75 feet of 4-inch rope 
is attached to the drag for the purpose of 
towing it behind the boat, which is per- 
mitted to drift down the stream with the 
current. This contrivance costs about $3, 
and each fisherman generally has at least 
two of them, and a wide flat-bottom boat 
costing $5 or $10. 

Sometimes when the current is light, the 
fisherman prepares a “mule” for towing 
the boat and the resisting drag. This 
“mule” consists of a wooden frame, hinged 
in V-shape, and is fastened several feet in 
advance of the boat with the V end pointed 
down the stream. It sinks low in the 
water, and the current pressing against the 
angle carries it along, and thus tows the 
skiff and the resisting drag at a uniform 
rate of speed. When there is not sufficient 
current even for this contrivance, as in the 
wide reaches and in the lakes, oars, and 
even sails, may be used for propelling the 
boat. 

In the Mississippi, the percentage of 
pearls found in a definite quantity of mol- 
lusks is less than in the tributary streams, 
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yet the much greater quantity of shells col- 
lected raises the total yield to a very con- 
siderable amount. Pearling is subordinate 
and incidental to gathering the shells for 
manufacture. In that length of the river 
from St. Paul to St. Louis, a fair average 
yield to the fishermen is about $14 worth 
of pearls and slugs to each ton of shells. 
Of course, this is not the individual ex- 
perience, for a single Unio may contain a 
gem worth $3,000, and on the other hand 
several tons of shells may yield only a few 
cents’ worth of baroques. The market for 
the shells places the Mississippi fishing 
upon an industrial basis and guarantees a 
substantial income to every fisherman even 
when no pearls whatever are found. 

Unios from the upper part of the Mis- 
sissippi yield a much greater percentage 
than those from below Davenport. In 
1904, for instance, from the 4,331 tons of 
shells taken in Wisconsin the fishermen se. 
cured pearls which they sold for $91,345, 
an average of $21 per ton; from the 822 
tons in Minnesota the average was $16 per 
ton; in lowa the average was $12 for each 
of the 7,846 tons; in Illinois, $5 per ton for 
the 2,364 tons, and in Missouri less than 
$1 worth of pearls was secured by the fish- 
ermen for each ton of shells which they 
caught in the year named. A large number 
of choice pearls weighing over 30 grains 
each were found in the vicinity of Prairie 
du Chien and McGregor. Within a river 
length of 100 miles in that region, the 
fishermen in 1904 gathered pearls which 
ultimately sold for $300,000 

Success in the occupation of pearling is 
as speculative as in that of mining. In the 
White River in Arkansas, for instance, one 
man found $4,200 in one month. Another 
discovered a $50 pearl in the first shell he 
opened. A negro found an $85 pearl the 
first day he worked, while another fisher- 
man worked seven months and secured less 
than $10 worth. It is a question of finding 
finding; the finding brings riches 
sometimes, and though the failures reduce 
the average profits as low as in other local 
ventures, the big prizes affect the mind and 
the average is lost to sight. Taking the 
country as a whole, it is probable that the 
total find has been sufficient to pay the 
average fisherman little if any more than 
one dollar for each day’s work. 

The outbreak of pearl-hunting in various 
parts of the country is frequently chron- 
icled by the newspapers. These dispatches 
are much alike, usually telling how some 
fisherman discovered a_ beautiful pearl 
which he sold to some responsible jeweler 
for an amount varying from $100 to $2,000. 
The dispatches generally state further that 
the effect of the find has been remarkable; 
the whole region is seized with the fever, 
and into the rivers and creeks swarm the 
hunters of both sexes, of all ages, and 
from all classes of the community. Fac- 
torymen leave their mills, farmers their 
crops, and merchants their stores, and with 


or not 


the members of their families join in 
searching for the gems. The mussels are 
secured by whatever means is most con- 


venient. If valuable finds continue, thou- 
sands and thousands of mollusks are de- 
stroyed in the search, and’ when the efforts 
begin to prove futile, the excitement sub- 
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sides almost as quickly as it began. In 
very many localities the industry has run 
the whole gamut of the feverish excitement 
of its beginning, the humor and romance 
of its existence, and the pathos of its 
ending. 

[f disturbed labor conditions at the height 
of the excitement were the only disagree- 
able attendant, these pearling furors could 
be viewed more favorably. But, unfortu- 
nately, in many localities, especially in shoal 
waters of restricted area, the fishery has 
been prosecuted so vigorously that it appears 
probable the pearl resources will be very 
materially impoverished if not ruined in a 
few years, unless prompt and decisive pro- 
tective measures are adopted. In some 
waters the crowds engaged in the search 
have removed practically every mussel 
without regard not only to protecting the 
immature musséls, but even to the neces- 
sity for preserving breeding mollusks. 
Many ponds and small river basins have 
been so denuded that not for many years, 
if ever, they recover their former 
wealth of pearl-bearers. 

This state of affairs has not come about 
without opposition on the part of those in- 
terested in the industry and the general 
welfare of the localities. Intelligent and 
well-directed efforts have made to 
protect the mussels so that the maximum 
yield of pearls may be secured. But this 
is a very difficult problem to deal with. 
It involves not only the methods of fishery, 
but the question of sewage disposal by the 
cities and the large factories, through which 
large quantities of mussels have been de- 
stroyed. 

Undoubtedly it will be difficult to devise 
regulations that will be satisfactory alike 
to the fishermen, the button-manufacturers, 
and the pearl-buyers. The great desid- 
eratum in the pearl fisheries—of the seas 
as well as in the fresh-water streams—is a 
restriction of the gathering to such mol- 
lusks and to such seasons and periods of 
years as produce the largest results with the 
least injury to the permanency of the re- 


can 


been 





sources. 
It is generally agreed that the young or 
immature mollusks should be_ protected. 
Likewise the beds should not be disturbed 
when the mollusks are loaded with young, 
but it is difficult to sélect particular months 
which would be better for close season than 
any others. The propositions which seem 
to be most actively advocated impose re- 
strictions on the number and size of the 
mussels to be taken, a cessation of fishing 
from January 1 to May 31, closing certain 
areas when partly depleted, and prohibiting 
the use of especially injurious forms of 
apparatus. But whatever is done should 
be done with reasonable speed before the 
pearl hunters and the button-manufacturers 
shall kill the goose which for some years 
has been laying the golden eggs. 
Note.—The report for 1908 of the United 
States Commissioner of Fisheries notes that the 
distribution and habits of the pearl-mussels in the 
Mississippi Valley have been the subject of care- 
ful biological investigation. The great importance 
of the pearl-button industry of the United States, 
which has an invested capital of $20,000,000 and 
an annual output of $6,000,000, has induced the 
Zureau of Fisheries to devote special attention to 
the source of supply. The investigation showed 
that the raw material upon which this industry 
depends was being rapidly exhausted, and that, 
unless something was done to remedy this condi-

tion, the industry would eventually be destroyed. 
The only effective remedy, the scientific culture 
of the mussels, has proven successful even at the 
outset, and experiments in this line have been 
carried out on a sufficiently extensive scale to 
promise good results. On large lakes and streams 
this task can be undertaken by the Government, 
and in the smaller bodies of water as a private 
enterprise. The work carried on by the Bureau 
in connection with the rescue of fish from over- 
flowed lands can be combined with mussel-culture 
at but slight additional expense. 

The report for 1909 (published in 1910, relates 
the progress of this work. The Bureau of Fishe- 
ries has undertaken a thorough and comprehensive 


study of the biology of the fresh-water mussel, 
and also of the physical characteristics of the 
waters they inhabit. Congress having made pro- 


vision for the establishment of a station where 
the culture of pearl-mussels can be procured on an 
adequate scale, the representatives of the Bureau 
visited a number of proposed sites, finally select- 
ing one at Freeport, Iowa, as that best fitted for 
the purpose. This site, directly on the bank of 
the Mississippi, comprises 60 acres of land, and 
the station to be established here will be more 
especially devoted to the study of the best 
methods for preserving the pearl-mussel, and thus 
protecting the interests of the pearl button in- 
dustry.—Reports of the Commissioner of? Fishe- 
ries, 1908, p. 9; 1909, pp. 18, 14.

HEN we consider the large. number 

of Italian gold and _ silversmiths, 
whose names have come down to us and 
the numerous works they must have fash- 
ioned, it is surprising that so few of their 
creations are still extant. Among the 
Italian palaces, the Pitti palace, in Flor- 
ence, is one of the few that still contains 
a respectable array of fine specimens of 
silverwork, and even here a good deal is 
of Augsburg make. 

One of the most interesting specimens 
preserved in the Pitti palace is the hand- 
some urn shown on the front page. It 
consists of chased silver and is embellished 
with many gold ornaments and precious 
stones. The maker of the piece is un- 
known, but the date may be fixed at about 
1600,

The production of silver utensils in the 
first half of the 18th century was extraor- 
dinarily large; the new tendency of taste 
that sprang up in emphatic contrast to the 
renaissance caused in all courts, and cer- 
tainly also in many patrician homes, as 
well as in some church treasures, a working 
over of the silver in use into the new form, 
a la mode nouvelle, (in the new style), as 
we read in many of the pattern books pub- 
lished at this time, These utensils, com- 
plete services including table candelabra, 
chafing dishes, wine coolers, etc., were the 
principal products of this period, and they 
knew how to impart a brilliant luxurious- 
ness. 

Besides we encounter the massive silver 
furniture, settees, console tables, mirror 
frames, etc., of which some specimens re- 
main in the royal castle at Berlin, and in 
Windsor Castle. The greater part of these 
objects were transformed, in the exigencies 
of the wars of this period, into coin. In 
1744 the before-mentioned solid silver mu- 
sicians’ balcony in the Berlin castle, which 
Lieberkiihn made, only a silvered wooden 
copy is now to be seen. 

Austria, whose splendid art treasures are 
not so generally well known, still boasts 
a number of large pieces of silver work 
from that period, and preserved in some 
of the foremost churches. We take pleas- 
ure in illustrating a few conspicuous ex- 
amples herewith. 

The Stift (Collegiate Church) Herzo- 
genburg, noted for its rich treasures, con- 
tains the beautiful altar piece and hanging 
lamp shown in the cuts. Both are of re- 
poussé silver of splendid execution. 

The magnificent solid silver high altar 
shown is another illustration from one of 
the spectacles of the Kénigin Klosterkirche 
(Queen’s Monastery Church) at Altbriinn. 
The fourth photo shows a secular piece, a 
beautiful mirror frame in repoussé silver, 


at the Palais Waldstein in Prague.

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Decorative Treatment of Medieval Work. 














Continued from the issue of Dec. 7, 1910.) 


URING the period when the 
style of work was flourishing in 
eastern Europe the work of western Eu 
rope was of a considerably lower artistic 
level, due to a Jarge extent to a.lack of 
civilizing influences and the general unset- 
tled condition of the country. Very little 
of the work of this “barbaric” style as 
practised in western Europe during the 
10th, 11th and 12th centuries, has survived, 
but a few objects in Paris and Madrid 
point to the fact that, although the general 
standard of work may have been lower 
than that of eastern Europe, the barbaric 
conquerors of Italy and Spain were yet 
capable of turning out some very fine plat 
and metal work, the chief characteristics of 
which were extremely effective decoration 
chiefly by means of applied filigree scrolls 
interspersed with cabachon stones’ or 
enamels. 

One of the finest examples of this type 
of work is the Chalice of St. Remy, now 
in Paris, which is entirely decorated by 
means of filigree work and stomes. Al- 
though it is certain that the work of west- 
ern Europe was largely influenced by By- 
zantine work, there is much in the style of 
the work which is quite distinctive, and it 
is probable that it owes quite as much to 
the art and mythology of the north as it 
<loes to eastern Europe. 

The Gothic style, which is essentially 
characteristic of the Middle Ages, is a 
direct development of the so-called “bar- 
baric” style of work in vogue between the 
10th and 12th centuries, and it probably first 
started in the Rhine Valley, where all arts 
and crafts were already well developed at 
the time. 

The new style, which borrowed little 
from classical antiquity and relied for in- 
spiration mainly on the customs of the 
times, began in the 13th century, when the 
old form of architecture founded on the 
classic column and round arch was dis- 
placed by.a totally different style of archi- 
tecture whose chief characteristics were 
the pointed arch and lighter and more 
delicate proportions of window and column, 
a striking contrast to the somewhat heavy 
type of architecture in vogue before. 

This change in the style of architecture 
reacted, as has always been the case, on 
the work of the minor crafts, and by the 
beginning of the 14th century, correspond- 
ing to the period when the artistic merit 
of metal work in eastern Europe had 
reached a very low level indeed, relying 
almost entirely on Oriental work for in- 
spiration, the art of the silversmith in 
western Europe had, in conjunction with 
all other crafts, reached its zenith, and for 
artistic excellence the work of this period, 
i. e., early Gothic, has not been equaled. 
let alone surpassed, until the present day. 

It can be confidently stated, both of the 
architecture and metal work of this period, 
that they really represent all that is best 
in a national art or style. It was con- 
temporary in the best sense of the word; 
that is to say, the workers sought for their

inspiration and decorative motives in the 
things around them, and not in the myths 
of a foreign people of a bygone age. 

The hfe and splendor of the period and 
the liberal encouragement of an all-power- 
ful church—all these factors tended to give 
ample scope to the craftsman, and it is 
particularly interesting to note that the 
treatment of the human figure as a means 
of decoration, which in the previous “bar- 
baric” style had almost died out, now 
rapidly developed, and this is one of the 
most pleasing features of the work of the 
best Gothic period; knights in armor, 
monks in their costumes and women in the 
picturesque dresses of the period were all 
used in decoration and can be seen on the 
chalices, altars, reliquaries and other objects 
in metal still in existence, as well as in the 
form of small statuettes, beaten out of sheet 
metal, which latter are also quite a unique 
feature of mediaeval work. 

It is necessary to go back to the best 
period of Greek work 18 centuries prior 
for small figure work of the same artistic 
merit. One of the finest examples of this 
phase of mediaeval metal work is a little 
wrought-silver figure of the Virgin and 
Child now preserved in the Louvre. It is 
beaten out of sheet metal and very beau- 
tifully modeled. It is, in fact, quite as 
worthy of the master sculptor as of the 
craftsman working in silver; in fact, an 
exquisite and perfect piece of work. 

Italy developed figure work as a means 
of metal-work decoration more so than 
other countries, and many of the great 
Italian sculptors of this period, and also 
later in the Renaissance, commenced their 
careers as gold and silver smiths, one of 
the most famous of these sculptor-gold- 
smiths being Lucca della Robia. As was 
the case with figure work, so with other 
methods of decoration, a change was no- 
ticeable in favor of local and contempo- 
rary types, a very noticeable feature being 
the abandonment to a large extent of the 
classical acanthus, which had formerly been 
so popular, but was now replaced by con- 
ventional renderings of local flora. 

One of the best features of Gothic metal 
work was its sound construction and the 
adaptation of the ornament to the main 
forms. Although bold in treatment, it al- 
ways remained secondary to these, while 
nowadays there is often an attempt to hide 
lack of construction and weak shapes be- 
hind an over-elaboration of detail. This 
was due to the extensive use and restrain- 
ing influence of architectural forms in the 
making of metal work, but after two cen- 
turies this imitation of architectural forms 
was pushed to extremes, and, generally 
speaking, this later work lacked the dignity 
and simplicity of the earlier work. In 
Spain this style of metal work was called 
“nlabaresca” (silver architecture), a very 
appropriate term. W. S.

Methods of Those Who Run Chains of 
Jewelry Stores. 
Editor THE JeweLers’ CiRCULAR-WEEKLY:* 

Having just finished reading an article 
referring to the possibility of a chain of re- 
tail jewelry stores, I wish to offer a few 
suggestions to your readers, founded on 
my own experience. Here in “our town” 
we are going through the first spasms of 
experience with a “chain” store and their 
method of doing business. Thinking some 
of your readers might be interested in the 
matter, I will give you our experience up 
to date. 

Some Chicagoans, who, I understand, 
are, and have been, in the retail mail order 
business, have opened stores in several 
towns in Iowa and other States. Their 
method of doing business seems to be to 
take staple articles and advertise them at 
a ridiculously low price. Solid gold beauty 
pins, for instance, they advertise to sell at 
9 cents per pair. I hear they sell a few 
pairs and then “all gone” comes from the 
manager. Next is “solid gold” baby set 
rings at 17 cents, and after a few have 
been sold “all gone” is the answer. The 
manager is, as a rule, some local man whom 
they pick up from one of the local jewelry 
stores and, as I understand, they do not in 
all cases use a man who is an experienced 
man in the retail jewelry business. 

The policy and general management of 
the store is governed from Chicago. 

They fix up telegrams in Chicago that 
purport as coming from the general office 
to the local manager. These are electro- 
typed and used in the local papers. These 
advertisements as a rule are very extrava- 
gant with the English language, as a rule, 
saying the concern had “contracted with 
the ——_———- Co. for its entire output of 
movements,” or they “had contracted for 
the entire output of a hat pin factory.” 
They also inflate values which they term 
“the regular price of most retail jewelers” 
to about 200 to 300 per cent. in some cases. 

One of the late “stunts” is advertising 
$50 diamonds at $25, which naturally would 
lead some people to believe that the retail 
jeweler is a highway robber. In fact, they 
use regular mail order house methods. 

As competitors, we have not found that 
they are any more formidable than any other 
live jeweler should be, but it is the con- 
temptible methods used in advertising, etc., 
that is so disgusting to a jeweler who con- 
ducts his store on the merits of the goods 
he handles and on his own reliability as a 
business man who sells goods that can be 





depended upon.

Frederick Terstegen & Son, Elizabeth, 
N. J., recently sold out to Max Bliecker. 
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Jeweler Held on Charge of Fraud by 
Express Company Which He Has 
Sued for Loss of Diamonds. 


PittsBuRG, Pa., Jan. 12.—J. H. Lepsch, 
a well known jeweler of Ridgway, Pa., 
was yesterday held to await the action of 
the United States Grand Jury on a charge 
of using the mails in furthering a scheme 
to defraud. Bail was fixed at $2,000, which 
Lepsch furnished United States Commis- 
sioner W. T. Lindsay, before whom he 
was arraigned for a hearing. The case 
is of such a nature that United States At- 
torney John H. Jordan has taken personal 
charge. The jeweler claims he is abso- 
lutely innocent, and it is said the proceed- 
ings were instituted to head off a suit of 
his against an express company. 

The information against Lepsch 
made as a result of the activities of Post- 
office Inspector L. A. Johnson and allega- 
tions of the Adams Express Co., whom 
the company alleges Lepsch intended to 
defraud. Lepsch alleges that he shipped a 
package of diamonds for appraisement to 
the firm of H. O. Hurlburt & Co., jewel- 
ers, Philadelphia, for appraisement, but the 
Philadelphia firm says it never received 
them. The government’s side of the case 
is practically as follows: * 

Lepsch alleges that he shipped a pack- 
age of 13 diamonds valued at $2,000 to 
the Philadelphia jewelry firm. In- order 
that he might have a witness that he did 
ship the diamonds, he called in a former 
employe and showed him the _ stones. 
Lepsch then alleges that he put the dia- 
monds in a box and placed them there in 
the presence of this employe. He, how- 
ever, did not have the necessary sealing 
material to seal the package, and saying he 
would get it, appeared later and sealed the 
package in the presence of this employe 
and had the employe accompany a boy to 
the express office at Ridgway, to see that 
it was properly delivered. 

Lepsch Philadelphia house 
that the diamonds were shipped. The 
Philadelphia jewelers wrote back that they 
had received the package, but not the dia- 
monds. Lepsch took the matter up with 
the express company and a thorough in- 
vestigation was begun. Then Lepsch 
brought suit against the express company

to obtain the value of the diamonds. This 
suit is now pending in Elk county, this 
State. 

The investigation into the Philadelphia 


end of the transaction, as the government 
avers, resulted in the discovery that when 
the package supposed to contain the dia- 
monds arrived at the Hurlburt house the 
seals on the package had not been broken. 
But the box or package in ‘which the dia- 
monds were supposed to have been placed, 
the package within the package, had been 
broken, one end'of the box having been 
partly torn out. The wrapper of the dia- 
mond package, according to government’s 
agents, was not disturbed at all. 

At the hearing yesterday before Com- 
missioner Lindsay, the express agents at 
Ridgway and Philadelphia, the express 
clerks who handled. it and the young 
woman employe of Hurlburt & Son, of 
Philadelphia, were examined and all testi- 
fied that the package had not been dis- 
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turbed. The agents said that the seal of 
the package had never been broken and 
the young woman who received it at the 
Philadelphia house substantiated this by 
stating that the seals were intact and that 
the inner package only was apparently dis- 
turbed. 

Lepsch stoutly denies that he committed 
any wrong, and that he sent the diamonds 


as the witnesses will prove, if the case 
ever reaches the court. Lepsch having 
used the mails, however, to communicate 


with the Philadelphia firm regarding the 
shipment, the government based its charge 
on this point, averring that Lepsch had 
used the mails to carry on a scheme to 
defraud. 

United States Attorney Jordan told THE 
Jewevers’ CrrcuLArk-WEEKLY  correspond- 
ent that it was one of the most peculiar 
cases he had ever heard of, and that it un- 
doubtedly would not only create interest, 
but that it is already full of it. Lepsch 
is well known in Pittsburg. He is regard- 
ed well among the members of the trade. 
It is said that he was at one time a very 
wealthy man. 

The grand jury to which Lepsch must 
answer will not meet until May, and it is 
said that he asks his friends to suspend 
judgment until the evidence is all] in.

AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 
taries. They are found chiefly in the “mucket,” “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 
found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found 
in these waters, but not often. 

The most desirable shapes of pearls are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 
ket value run in size from a turkey shot up—and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 
important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 
specimens. 

Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 
formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same is true of slugs or baroques. 
Don’t attempt to work on a pearl or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. 

The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity. Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls. 

The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 
kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

Rabbi Rypins was to respond to the topic, 
“The Man as I Fancy Him.”

He quoted a saying which is current in 
some sections that to succeeed “you must 
know how to put it over,’ meaning to de- 
ceive the buyer and to induce him to think 
that he is getting something that he is not, 
by the exercise of a system of hypnotism 
upon him. But he argued that this was 
not a safe and reliable system to follow. 
The line must represent a quality of char- 
acter. He believed in honesty in business. 
There is morality in business—something 
definite and concrete. He defined morality 
as having a broader and more comprehen- 
sive meaning than that usually attributed 
to it—which is usually something to do 
with sex question. 

3ut he defined it as the establishment 
of harmonic relations of constructive life. 
The successful salesman must observe the 
harmonics of relation.

Their associations with their 
customers and with their employers should 
be such as to form one harmonic sound, 
one common brotherhood through com- 
merce.

Ben Rk. Vardeman, Des Moines, Ia..

He referred to the fake jewelry con- 
cerns who infest the country, but they 
never count on making the same territory 
but once. He defined science as but organ- 
ized knowledge and declared that nothing 
is of greater value in business than organ- 
ized knowledge. A salesman must have a 
knowledge of people, must realize and 
practice the value of suggestion, and use it 
properly, or he may use it against himself. 
He must use suggestion to make and hold

People have two mental functions—the 
subjective and the objective. He declared 
that it is impossible to convince anyone 
by argument, but by suggestion it is pos-

Death of Andrew Greenhalgh. 

ProvipENce, R. I|., Jan. 14.—Andrew 
Greenhalgh, a veteran of the Civil War 
and a well-known manufacturing jeweler 
of this city, died after a brief illness at his 
home on Cherry St., Norwood, R. L, 
Thursday afternoon. He was 72 years old 
and death was due to pneumonia. He was 
stricken the previous Saturday and his ad- 
vanced age, aggravated by failing health, 
made it impossible for him to recover from 
the attack. 

Mr. Greenhalgh was born in Manchester, 
Eng., in 1838, and came to this country 
when he was only about 10 years old and 
went to Attleboro, Mass., where he learned 
his trade as a designer and maker of jew- 
elers’ patterns. When the Civil War broke 
out he was at work at his trade in this 
city and enlisted in Company C, Second 
Rhode Island Regiment of Infantry for 
three years. He was mustered in June 5, 
1861, but was discharged at Camp Sprague 
near Washington for disability on July 3, 
1861. He enlisted in Company F, 10th 
Rhode Island Infantry, May 26, 1862, and 
Was appointed corporal and mustered out 
Sept. 1, 1862. He then enlisted in Com- 
pany H, Second Rhode Island Cavalry, as 
corporal Dec. 24, 1862, was transferred to 
Company I, First Louisiana Cavalry, Aug. 
24, 1863, and transferred to Company K, 
Third Rhode Island Cavalry, Jan. 14, 1864, 
and was mustered out Nov. 29, 1865, when 
he was detailed by the Government to pick 
up its property. His length of service 
covered a period of something over seven 
years. 

Upon his return to the north he again 
took up his trade and was associated with 
several of the largest manufacturing jew- 
elry establishments in this city. About 1880 
he gave up active work in the shop and 
devoted his attention to designing and get- 
ting out new lines for various firms. In 
18%) he removed to Norwood, where he 
built a shop and followed his trade of get- 
ting out new lines and disposing of them 
to some firm desirous of branching out. 
About five years ago his health compelled 
him to give up work and since then he has 
lived quietly at his home.

Bankruptcy Referee Reports Against 
Discharge of Benj. L. Dubb, 
Former Schenectady Jeweler. 

ScHENeEctTapy, N. Y., Jan. 16.—Under the 
report of James A. Van Voast, Benjamin 
L. Dubb, formerly engaged in the jewelry 
trade at Bridgeport, Conn., and later in 
Schenectady, will be denied a discharge in 
bankruptcy. Dubb closed out his store in 
Connecticut because it did not pay. Then 
he engaged in business in this city, going 
into voluntary bankruptcy July 23 last, with 
liabilities of $3,782 and of $590. 
Creditors filed objections to Dubb’s pett- 
tion for a discharge. 

Referee Van Voast investigated the ob- 
jections. He reports that he is convinced 
that Dubb did not act honestly with his 
creditors, and that under the circumstances 
he should not be discharged. !t was shown 
that Dubb gave out a highly-inflated state- 
ment of his condition to commercial agen- 
cies for the obtaining of credit. It was 
also shown that Dubb gave his wife pres- 
ents valued at $400, and he also claimed 
that he gave his parents $20 or $25 a week. 
Dubb has recently been in business in Am- 
sterdam on capital which, he said, was pro- 
vided by his and his wife’s parents .

He went through bankruptcy in 
1900, and then started a business of his 
own, which he conducted for four years, 
when he sold out to C. H. Roshen. He 
subsequently opened the present business, 
which he conducts in a smal! store, where 
he carries a very cheap line of goods. 








On opening his jewelry store at 525 W. 
Broad St., Richmond, Va., recently, J. A.

Annual Meeting of the Jewelers’ Safety 
Fund Society Held at New York. 


The annual meeting of the Jewelers 
Safety Fund Society was held at the office 
of the society in the Silversmiths’ building, 
15 Maiden Lane, New York, last Wednes- 
day afternoon, at which time in the regu- 
business the minutes of the 
previous annual meeting were read and 
approved, after which President Gough 
addressed the meeting as follows: 

Gentlemen—The congratulated 
on having arrived at the close of another success- 
ful year—with the largest volume of insurance in 
its history and with losses normal, In dealing 
with our losses I am glad to note that those arising 
through railway accidents or while travelers’ 
trunks were in transit on the railway have been 
very few. 

Claims paid by the society, traceable to care 
lessness of those in charge of the stocks, have 
also been few, and on the whole, it may be said 
that due diligence, with a full realization of re- 
sponsibility, has been observed. 

The untiring efforts of the Jewelers’ Protective 
Union have been productive, and where it has 
not always been possible to recover property, we 
have the satisfaction of knowing that the perpe- 
trators of the thefts have invariably been brought 
to justice. 

In this connection I can only repeat what has 
already been said—that the protection afforded 
to our members by this almost perfec: organiza 
tion makes it possible for them to carry on busi- 
ness without fear of loss.

“The affairs of the society are conservatively 
and economically administered, and the resultant 
cost of insuraznce to members is correspondingly 
small.”’ This, I think, gentlemen, is something 
we may well feel proud of. 

In conclusion, it is a pleasure to be able to 
say that your directors have been faithful in the 
performance of their duties, and the secretary 
and assistant secretary have been zealous in thei: 
care of your interests, with a due regard to the 
necessities of all concerned.

Daring Thief Tries to Steal $55,000 
Pearl Necklace from Paris Jeweler 
by an Old Trick. 

A special cable dispatch to the New 
York Sun from Paris, Jan. 12, stated that 
an American named Weston, or Cripps, 
had been arrested at the Grand Hotel for 
attempting to steal a pearl necklace of the 
value of $55,000, which he ordered Van 
Vourzeux, of the Rue de la Paix, to send 

to the hotel for inspection. 

When it arrived he told the messenger 
he wished to take it to another room to 
show his wife. The messenger refused to 
permit this, whereupon Cripps threatened 
him with a revolver. 

A struggle ensued which aroused the 
hotel and Cripps was taken into custody. 
He had been stopping at the hotel for a 
fortnight and was apparently respectable. 








Voorspoed Diamond Co. to Sell Its 
Product Through the Syndicate. 

A dispatch from Johannesburg, S.'A., 
Jan. 5, stated that the Voorspoed Diamond 
Co. (Kroonstad, Orange River Province), 
which in 1910 washed over 1,300,000 loads 
for an average yield of 16% carats, has 
arranged with the Diamond Syndicate for 
the disposal of its output. 


A special dispatch to the London Finan- 
cial News from Antwerp recently spoke of 
the announcement that the Premier 
Diamond Co. had decided to increase prices 
on diamonds of large size and that the De 
Beers company intended to follow the same 
course. An increase in price is generally 
expected on behalf of the syndicate, and 
though rumors that such a rise had been 
declared there has yet been no verification 
by any of the large dealers in this country. 








Creditors Ask Court to Declare A. L. 
Bissel, Washington, D. C., a 
Bankrupt. 

Wasuinoton, D, C., Jan. 11.—An invol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy has been filed 
by creditors of Arthur L. Bissel, dealer in 
jewelry, leather goods, etc., at 1207 G. St. 
N.W., who, as published in the last issue 
of THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, had 
previously notified his creditors that he was 
about to’ make an assignment and sell his 
stock to S. Kann Sons & Co.. The usual 
allegations of bankruptcy are charged. 

Mr. Bissel, who has conducted a business 
as Bissel & Co. and as the Bazar, came to 
this city from Ohio. He was for a time 
employed by S. Kann Sons & Co. in the 
jewelry department, and left that concern 
in 1904 to open a jewelry counter in the 
store of A. Lissner. From this he devel- 
oped the business which he has recently 
conducted, which included the sale of cloth- 
ing as well as jewelry, leather goods, fancy 
goods, etc. 

Some time ago he asked for an extension 
of his creditors, but this was not granted. 
Since then suits have been filed against 
him, and he has been hard pressed to meet 
his obligations. He had an offer from S. 
Kann Sons & Co. of $4,000 for his stock, 
contingent upon the sale being effected be- 


_ fore Jan. 16. 
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Burglars Steal 42 Diamonds from Jew- 
eler in Detroit, Mich., and Escape. 
Detroit, Mich., Jan. 18—One of the 

boldest jewelry robberies in Detroit in 
many months was pulled off at noon, Fri- 
day,.in the store of J. H. Garlick, 131 
Griswold St., when two men got away with 
42 diamonds valued at about $2,500 or per- 
haps more. The first of the pair entered 
the store and asked to be shown a gold 
cross exhibited in the window. While the 
salesman was busy with him another man 
entered and took a seat at the rear of the 
store, near the showcase, and announced 
that as soon as his mother came in they 
would look at some rings. 

The first man kept the salesman show- 
ing him different articles in the window, 
and while he was thus engaged the man 
at the rear of the store is believed to have 
stepped to the end of the showcase, opened 
the door and taken out a small case con- 
taining the diamond rings, all mounted. 
The case was a small one and was covered. 
It was an easy job for the man to close the 
case, slip it into his coat pocket and walk 
out. 

Both men diasappeared about the same 
time, and the diamonds were not missed 
for an hour. Then Mr. Garlick entered 


.the store and asked to see the case, as he 


had a prospective customer. By this time 
the men had a splendid chance to get away. 
The police have an excellent description of 
the men. One was tall, the other short, 
and both were well dressed. The taller 
one carried a cane and wore an overcoat 
with an astrachan fur collar. Mr. Garlick’s 
loss is not insured. 








Receiver Appointed for the Lively Jew- 
elry Co., Fayetteville, W. Va. 

FAYETTEVILLE, W. Va., Jan. 14—A re- 
ceiver has been appointed for the Lively 
Jewelry Co., a corporation of which E. L, 
Buckols is president; J. P. Staton, vice- 
president, and O. B. Lively is the secretary 
and treasurer. 

The business gets its name from Mr. 
Lively, who started in Fayetteville in May, 
1900, as a member of the firm of Groves & 
Lively, which firm he succeeded the follow- 
ing December. The present company was 
incorporated in 1906 and succeeded Mr. 
Lively and also took over the business of 
Wm. Pyles at Glen Jean, which latter store 
was closed in 1907. Mr. Buckols, the presi- 
dent, is an attorney and Mr. Statton is.a 
justice of the peace. The capital stock of 
the concern is $10,000, all paid in. 








Chas. O. Hagen, Duluth, Minn., in 
Financial Difficulties. 

Du.utH, Minn., Jan. 11—A petition in 
bankruptcy has been filed in the United 
States Court against Charles O. Hagen, a 
repairer, doing business at 12 E. Superior 
St. His liabilities are said to be $1,397.98 
and his assets $1,050, of which latter $200 
is claimed to be exempt. 

Hagen is a practical watchmaker and 
was formerly employed by A. L. Norberg 
for four years and started for himself on 
June 1, 1909. His embarrassment is ‘said 
to be due to lack of capital and the fact 
that while a good workman he was not an 
experienced business man.

K. Sloan, who de- 
livered his annual address as follows: 

PRESIDENT SLOAN’S .\DDRESS. 

Vembers of the Jewelers Security Alliance, Gen 
tlemen \s we come together for our 28th annual 
meeting, there does not seem to be anything re- 
quiring comment on my part. We have not suf- 
fered from any sensational burglaries during the 
year and all that I can do is to congratulate you 
upon the steady progress of the organization and 
what it has accgmplished. There has been the 
usual increase in the membership and the alliance 
is in an excellent condition in every respect. 

The executive committee is cons-antly striving to 
protect the members in every possible way within 
the limits imposed by the constitution and by 
laws, and you will find the .de.ails of the good 
work which it has done during the year in the 
chairman’s report, to which I trust you will give 
the careful at:ention which it merits. You will 
notice that we are well on the way toward adding 
another 1,000 to the membership, and shall probably 
pass the 6,000 mark during the coming year. I 
thank you for your kind a‘ttention. . 

H. H. Butts, chairman of the executive 
committee, presented the following annual 
report, which was accepted and placed on 
file : 

REPORT OF THP EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

During the year 11 regular and one special meet- 
ing were held; 616 new members were admitted; 
200 memberships were withdrawn or canceled, 
making a net gain for the year of 416. The total 
membership, Jan. 1, 1911, was 5,579. 

During 1910 the trade papers reported 423 cases 
of burglary in jewelry stores, which is a slight 
increase over the number reported last year. in 
25 of these cases the safes were attacked, most 
of them being opened with explosives, but in 
several instances the ‘“‘can-opener’’ tool was used 
successfully, and several times the safe was left 
either partly unlocked or was opened by someone 
who knew or had been allowed to learn the com- 
bination. 

There were 238 cases of petty burglary, as 
against 242 las: year, in which the stores were 
entered and goods stolen, but no attempt to break 
into the safe, and there were 160 cases of window 
smashing, which is three less than were reported 
last year, 

Of the 25 cases of safe burglary, two were at 
the stores of owr members, as follows: 

(1) On April 3, C. W. Brocaw, Carmen, Okla., 
reported that his safe had been robbed of watches, 
diamonds and rings, amounting to between $1,300 
and $1,500 in value, and that the safe had been 
opened by the combination. The investigation in 
this case, which has been continued for a long 
time, has not as yet produced any decisive result. 
Mr. Brocaw occupied one-half of the store, on the 
other side of which was a millinery establishment, 
and was frequently in the habit of leaving the 
store in the charge of the other parties while he 
absented himself for various purposes. It was not 
positively determined that the safe was actually 
locked at the time the robbery was committed, and 
as no violence was used and no strangers were 
observed in the town at the time, there have been 
very few clues upon which to conduct the inves- 
tigation. We have expended a large amount of 
money in the effort to ascertain the facts, but up 
to this time have not been able to secure sufficient 
evidence upon which to take decided action, nor 
has any trace of the missing property been found. 
The loose way in which the business was carried 
on would seem to have invited such a disaster and 
was probably the cause of the robbery. 

(2) H. D. Leffel, San Angelo, Tex., reported 
July 4, 1910, that his safe had been opened with 
the combination and cleaned of diamond brooches, 
rings, etc., of the value of about $4,000. A detec- 
tive from the. Pinkerton office at Kansas City was 
detailed to investigate the case, and reported that 
the store had been entered by the use of a key, 
and that he safe had evidently been opened by 


someone who was acquainted with the combination 
and who also knew the conditions about the store. 
\ll the circumstances indicated that it was an 
inside job, as only diamonds were t_ken and other 
valuable proper-y, which was in the same drawer, 
was not disturbed. Four persons knew the com- 
bination of the safe; one of them being a former 
owner of it, and two former employes; the fourth 
one being a clerk in the store who was out ot 


town at the time of the robbery. The investigation 
showed that he was indulging in dissipation and 
other practices not consistent with his salary of 


$20 per weck, which convinced us that the robbery 
was committed through collusion with him, and as 
our protection does not cover cases where the 


crime is committed by an employe, or by anyone 
entrusted with the combination, we were under no 


obligations to go on with the case. Upon the 
urgent solicitation of Mr. Leffel, however, we co- 
operated with the police department with the result 
that the clerk and several of his associates were 


arrested and one of them confessed that, he had 
been furnished with a key by the clerk to get a 
duplicate made, and had been permitted to copy 
the combination with which he had opened the 
safe. A part of the property was recovered, but 
the larger portion had been disposed of in such 
a way thet it could not be identified. The clerk has 
just been tried and the newspapers report that 
he has been acquitted; the other parties who were 
arrested at the time are still in custody awaiting 
trial. 

These two cases lead us to warn the members 
most emphatically that greater care should be ex 
ercised in entrusting others with the combinations 
to their safes, and if an employe is found to be in 
dulging in extravagances or dissipation, it should 
be reason enough to change the combination, and 
this should also be done when anyone who knows 
it severs his connection with the business. 

Of the 238 cases of petty burglary 46 were at 
the stores of our members. In all of these cases 
we offered the reward of $100 for the arrest and 
conviction of the thieves and,’ as a result, 20 
burglars were arrested in 15 cases, and a large 
portion of the property was recovered. 

Of the 160 cases of window smashing, 68 were 
at the stores of our members, and, through the 
offer of the reward, in 19 cases, 22 thieves were 
convicted and in most of the cases some or all of 
the property was recovered. 

Thirty-one rewards have been paid during the 
year, of which a list is enclosed, giving the details 
in each case. Since the offer was first made, 
$12,600 has been paid out in rewards, and as a 
result 164 robbers have been placed in prison, 
many of whom received long terms, and a large 
amount of property has been recovered; showing 
that this reward has been effective and the money 
expended in this direction well invested. In many 
of these cases there would have been no results 
or convictions if the reward had not been offered, 
as it has induced private parties to interest them- 
selves in ferreting out the guilty parties in order 
to secure the reward. 

In April, 1910, a gang of New York burglars 
invented a new tool for opening safes, resembling a 
can-opener, and in one month succeeded in cutting 
nut the backs of safes in several jewelry stores, 
through which they secured property amounting to 
more than $30,000, their work being made easy by 
the fact that these safes were located in such posi- 
tions that the burglars could work at them without 
being observed by the police or passerby from the 
front of the store. The invention of this tool made 
a new danger on account of which we issued a 
“special bulletin’? of warning to our members, 
urging them to take precautions against it by plac- 
ing their safes in such positions that no burglar 
could work at them without being seen. 

The executive committee is constantly striving 
to make the protection more valuable to the mem- 
bers, and will continue to issue bulletins as often 
as occasion may require, but, in order to accom- 
plish the desired result, the members must preserve 
them and have them at hand where they can be 
found when wanted. Frequently when a robbery 
occurs, the confidential book of instructions and 
these bulletins cannot be found, and delay is 
caused in working on the case for that reason, 

During the year 1910, 181 requests for assist- 
ance of various kinds have been received from 
our members and have been attended to, and we 
have received -659 reports from the Pinkerton de-

tective agency upon alliance matters which were 
referred to them for action and advice. 

“Tim Sheedy,” the burglar who was arrested 
while attempting to rob the store of E. A, Cun- 
liffe, Springfield, Mass., last year, and who es- 
caped from prison while awaiting transfer, has 
been recaptured and sent to Wethersfield, Conn., 
penitentiary, to serve a sentence of from three to 
30 years, There have been a very large number 
of losses, both to our members and to the trade 
at large, through the operations of sneak thieves, 
and we again urge the necessity of being always 
watchful in order to prevent loss at their hands. 

We wish to call the attention of the members to 
the large number of jewelers who have met with 





loss during the past year by having their windows 
smashed and valuable goods taken therefrom, or 
have been visited by confidence men who have, 
with the aid of accomplices, been able to secure 
large amounts of diamonds and other valuable 
goods, which losses we are sure in the majority of 
cases are preventable by using ordinary precau- 
tions which are explained in our “warning 
bulletin.”’ 

The attention of each member is called to this 
“warning bulletin,’ for it is the belief of your 
committee that there is more danger from loss in 
these directions than from any other source, and 
there is really no excuse for any member meeting 
with a loss of this kind. If he does meet with loss 
it will be generally due to carelessness, we think, 

The report ot Treasurer Karsch showed 
that the finances of the organization are in 
excellent condition. After the payment of 
all bills there is a balance on hand of 
$3,808. 12. 

The report of the auditing committee 
composed of Henry Untermeyer and Ed- 
ward S. Smith, was received and placed on 
file. 

Several amendments to the constitution 
and by-laws for the purpose of making 
their meaning a little more exact were 
adopted. 

The meeting then proceeded to the elec- 
tion of officers and the following were 
unanimously chosen: President, A. K. 
Sloan, of Sloan & Co.; first vice-president, 
H. H. Butts, of Hayden W. Wheeler & 
Co.; second vice-president, C. C. Cham- 
penois, of Champenois & Co., third vice- 
president, M. L. Bowden, of J. B. Bowden 
& Co.; treasurer, Bernard Karsch, and four 
members of the executive committee, 
Henry Abbott, J. Warren Alford, Leopuld 
Stern and Leo Wormser, who was elected 
to fill a vacancy. 

The president appointed Henry Unter- 
meyer and Edward S. Smith as auditing 
committee for the ensuing year and a vote 
of thanks was given to the trade papers 
for their liberality in publishing informa- 
tion in regard to Alliance matters during 
the past year. The meeting then adjourned. 


A meeting of the executive committee 
was held immediately after the annual 
meeting and H. H. Butts was re-elected 
chairman, and the following new members

Reward No. 129.—To Police Chief A. W. Ham- 
ilton for the arrest and conviction gf Herman 
Blalock, who broke into the store of the Moultrie 
Jewelry Co., Moultrie, Ga., on Nov. 23, and was 
attempting to open the cash register when he was 
frightened away by the night watchman, who heard 
the bell ring and fired at him as he leaped out of 
the door. He had used an axe to pry open the 
door which led to his arrest, upon which he con- 
fessed the crime and was sentenced to 10 months 
in the chain gang or the payment of $100 fine. 

Reward No. 130,—For the arrest and conviction 
of Ross Du Pont, who broke into the store of O. 
P. Noisom, South Bend, Ind., on Nov. 2, and 
stole about $500 worth of watches. Under the in- 
structions of the alliance were circulated 
in all the surrounding cities offering the reward 
and, giving a list of the stolen watches, which re- 
sulted in the arrest of the thief in Chicago upon 
his attempting to dispose of some of the property, 
practically all of which was recovered, a part of 
it being in the possession of his wife. Upon con- 
vic‘ion he was sentenced to the Indiana reforma- 
tory for not less than 10 years or more than 20 
years, and to pay the costs of prosecution and to 
be disfranchised for 10 years. The reward was 
paid to Detective Sergeants John J. Anderson 
and Andrew Lavin. 

Reward No. 131.—To Detectives Charles Stricker 
and Herman Dulle for the arrest and conviction 
of Charles Harris, who threw a brick through the 
window in the store of R. F. McComb, Hamilton, 
O., on Dec. 22, and was sentenced to pay a fine 
of $200 and costs, or to serve a term in the Cin- 
cinnati which would amount to about 
a year.

He was al- 
ways ready to aid those in need and did 
many charitable acts. Deceased was a for- 
mer director of the Hebrew Infant Asylum 
and the Mt. Siriai Hospital and was inter- 
ested in many other charities. He was also 
a member of the Harmony Club. 

The funeral was held Monday morning 
from his late home and the interment was 
in Salem Fields Cemetery.

Death of Chas. E. Bulkley. 


Charles E. Bulkley, formerly president 
of the Whiting Mfg.

long journeys, they find conditions not at 
all as represented and often are imposed 
upon by their employers, who realize that 
the men have not money enough to go back 
again and must keep their positions whether 
they like them or not. On the other hand, 
we have received many complaints from 
employers to the effect that they have en- 
gaged men, paid their car fare, only to 
find that they are not the competent work- 
men they represented themselves to be, and 
have been forced to keep them for their 
own protection for a while, often to the 
employer’s disadvantage and loss. 

An example of such complaints are to be 
found in three letters received in the past 
week. One comes from a New York en- 
graver, who claims to be a thoroughly com- 
petent man in every particular, and says he 
was induced by a California firm to come 
there, that he had worked overtime for 
several weeks during the holidays and, 
after laboring like a “slave,” was given the 
munificent sum of five dollars for his extra 
work. He claims that engravers who may 
be induced to come out there may find 
themselves caught with not enough money to 
get back east, and in a most uncomfortable 
predicament. A watchmaker of New York, 
who accepted a position in Pennsylvania, 
writes that after being offered a good salary 
and a steady job he found upon his arrival 
at his employer’s store that there was near- 
ly two months’ accumulation of repairing to 
be done and after working strenuously to 
catch up with the back work and with the 
heavy work during the holiday season, was, 
after the first of the year, informed by his 
employer that there was nothing more to 
do and that he must find another position. 
He claims that his employers make a prac- 
tice of hiring a watchmaker two or three 
times a year, getting all the work they can 
out of him in the way of cleaning up ac- 
cumulation of repairs and then dismissing 
him, telling him there is nothing more to be 
done. This is done despite the fact that 
they offer a permanent position when they 


seek the workman.

In one case, the man en- 
gaged, though a good workman, was ad- 
dicted to liquor and sober but half of the 
time, and in the other, the watchmaker was 
an invalid, incapable of continuous work 
and worth about half the salary the concern 
had contracted to give him. The jewelry 
company states that it does not wish to go 
back on the contract it has made or take 
advantage of any technicalities, but claims 
that it has been imposed upon because the 
recommendations, which had been given 
by previous employers, while telling the 
truth in part, have not told the whole 
truth.

Bean, in an interview, admits that 
he sends to the firms for the goods but 
says he is not to blame if they are so 
eager to sell on credit that they send him 
what he requests without investigation.

i. the picturesque valley of the Lake of 

Joux (Canton Vaud, Switzerland) Win- 
ters of extreme severity prevail. The in- 
habitants, confined to their dwellings dur- 
ing a great part of the year, cannot engage 
in agricultural pursuits, nor in the raising 
of cattle; they are compelled to adopt occu- 
pations that enable them to remain at home. 
Most of them are watchmakers and find 
their only amusement in their art; in fact, 
they are in love with it. They pass the

greater portion of their time at the work- 
bench and are skilled artisans, desirous of 
attaining perfection, and they plunge into 
problems of an ultra-complicated character 
which would affright ordinary mortals. 
There is veritably a work of patience pre- 
sented by the accumulation of mechanism 
on mechanism in these watches. The eye 
loses itself in the crowd of levers, springs, 
wheels, etc., and we are led to ask our- 
selves how a human brain could estab!ish so 
perfect a plan without a lost space. 

A type par excellence of this kind of 
ultra-complicated watches is the “Wonder- 
ful” (“Merveilleuse”) of M. A. Lecoultre 
This timepiece shows 16 records and its 
execution called for no less than four years 
of work. 


Great and lesser striking works—repeater, 
recording and split second chronograph, 
“trotting’ seconds, two dials giving hours 
and minutes for two different localities, 
perpetual calendar, thermometer alarm 
and record of the unwinding of the spring— 
all these indications are embodied in this 
piece, which, in spite of all these complica- 
tions, is not of exaggerated magnitude. 

Two indexes, placed inside of the case 
(see illustration Fig. 4), allow of the great 
or lesser striking works being sounded at 
will, or of silence; in this latter instance the 
repeating action is the only organ of the 
bellwork that will remind us of the flight of 
time. 

When the greater striking works are in 
action the piece strikes automatically, in 
passing, the hours and the quarter hours, 
repeating the hour every time. 

At the wish of the wearer, this watch 
will also automatically strike without re- 
peating the hour before each quarter; this 
is the lesser striking works. The repeating 
action, caused to operate at will, by means 
of a push-bolt p'aced outside the case, gives 
the hour, the quarter and the minute. 

All these indications are made on two 
bells—the deepest-toned one for the hour, 
one of ‘higher tone for the minutes. The 
hammers, striking the two bells, sound the 
quarters. 

The large central hands of this watch 
(Fig. 1) belong to the mechanism of the 
recording and split seconds chronograph, 
one of the controlling push pieces being 
at the pendant and the other facing the 
division 45 of the dial. By pressing the 
first time on the push-piece at the pendant 
the hands are started, pressing the second 
time stops them; finally the third time 
causes their return to zero. While the 
hands of the chronograph are moving the 
sp'it seconds indicator is stopped it is set 
in motion again by repeated pressing on 
the push-piece placed at the side. The re- 
cording hand is called the “trainante,” and 
has its pivotal point in the center of the 
watch. This arrangement insures the great 
advantage of having all the chronographic 
indications on the same dial. 

The trotting or running seconds indica- 
tion is placed, as in all ordinary watches, at 
the center of the lower portion of the dial

and is combined with the 
phases of the moon. 

The two horary dials will certainly be ap- 
preciated by travelers, who can thus pre- 
serve the time of their own meridian and 
at the same time have the exact time of 
the country through which they are passing. 
These two dials, however, require two sep- 
arate hands setting devices, the push-pieces 
of which are placed at each side of the 
pendant and above their respective dials. 

The perpetual calendar automatically re- 
cords the day, the date and the month; it 
indicates whether it is a leap year, or the 
first, second or third year of the cycle. At 
each bissextile (leap) year it keeps account 
of the additional day in February. A moon 
on a stellar background appears, more or 
less, in a small opening, and thus shows the 
progress of the moon’s phases, which a 





pointer indicates on another little dial. 
Each of these indicating members may, in 
case of necessity, be controlled from the 
outside. 

The thermometer, located at the lower 
part of the dial, is formed of a bi-metallic 
arched leaf (steel-copper), that opens and 
closes under the influence of the tempera 
ture in connection with compensated bal- 
ances. These movements are amplified by 
the pointer, thanks to a very simple ar- 
rangement, composed of a rack and pinion. 

The alarm, the index of which is placed 
in the hours dial at the left, is controlled 
from the outside by a push-piece acting on 
a ratchet.

To the left of the center is the large 
alarm ratchet. At the edge of the plate, at 
the lower part of the illustration, we may 
perceive very distinctly the bi-metallic leaf 
of the thermometer. The body of wheel- 
work in the center is that of the chrono 
graphic recorder. 

All these mechanisms are carried on a 
false plate, on raising which we obtain the 
view shown in illustration 3. At the lower 
part are to be seen the parts of the striking 
works—the minute piece, the hours ratchet, 
the rack and the hour’s star. 

The train occupying the center of the 
piece is that insuring the connection of the 
two horary dials. The prolongation of the 
pendant carries the stem-winding pinions 
and the three returns for the double setting. 
On the intermediate return is located the 
rack for winding the spring. 

Fig. 4 is a view taken from the side 
of the movement. Above we note the crown 
wheel, operating the three ratchets of the 
triple winding mechanism. This piece has 
three sets of trains, and consequently three 
barrels, with mainsprings (going works, 
striking works and alarm). In this illus- 
tration we can readily distinguish the mech- 
anisms of the chronograph and of the split 
second. The pillar wheel of the chrono- 
graph is at the center of the crown wheel; 
that of the split second is to the right, at 
the bottom of the movement. In the center 
is the split seconds wheel proper. The 
intermediate wheel of the chronograph, lo- 
cated on a pivoted detent, is to be seen 
to the right, above the cock and the balance, 
placed to the left of the figure. Finally, at 
the lower part of the illustration, are the 
wheels of the striking works, the bells may 
be distinguished, attached circularly to the 
movement. 

The illustrations enable us to form an 
idea of the excellence of this mechanism, 
and in examining these complex parts we 
may realize the extraordinary patience 
which was required to produce and combine 
all these members. Such a masterpiece only 
appears possible for a monk, killing time 
in his cell, and not for a watchmaker living 
in a busy age. 





Invention of the Mainspring. 


HE invention of the mainspring and 
its reduction into a small compass 
permitted the construction of portable clocks, 
which event is generally dated from about 
the commencement of the 16th century. | 
cannot quite agree with some French writ- 
ers who claim for their country the earliest 
production of table and such like clocks, but 
there is no doubt that the above invention 
found its way by migratory Germans into 
France, where it was rapidly taken up, and 
some handsome specimens of the gold and 
silversmith’s art were produced in France 
which could equal the best from Nurem- 
berg in the outer ornamentation of the 
still somewhat crude iron movements which 
were being made until well into the first 
half of the seventeenth century. Some pre- 
tension is raised to locate the existance of 
portable clocks considerably prior to the 
sixteenth century.

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An Electric Controller Movement. 


NEW electric controller movement, 

patented by W. D. Walden, 1s illus- 
trated herewith. The object sought by the 
inventor was to give an impulse to the pen- 
dulum at every alternate beat, causing at 
the same time a reliable contact to be made 
at the end of every half minute, in order 
to send electric impulses to secondary dials 
in the usual way. 

The gravity arm is in the

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A Lighthouse of Time. 


AJUMEROUS uses have certainly been 

found for the Eiffel Tower. After 

t had fulfilled its purpose as a memento 

f an international exhibition, men of 
cience secured control of this mass of 
ron. It was used, among other purposes, 
for meteorological uses, and not so very 
long ago it became the supporter of a 
gigantic timepiece, the figures of which are 
displayed in incandescent electric lamps, as 
was, at the time, described in detail. 
That was an accomplishment highly appre- 
ciated by the Parisians. There has recently 
been effected, with the aid of the Eiffel 
Tower, something that immeasurably ex- 
cels the first achievements and interests, 
not only to Parisians, but the entire civ- 
ilized world. 

According to @ recent issue of Nature, 
the Eiffel Tower has been used for some 
time past as the antenne (sending tower) 
for the purpose of wireless telegraphy. 
As is well known, wires, stretched high 
in the air and designated ‘“antenne,” are 
made use of in sending and receiving the 
electrical waves. With its height of 300 
meters (328 yards) this structure far over- 
tops any similar edifice of the kipd. In- 
asmuch as the range of efficiency of the 
waves depends on the height of the anten- 
nz, no less than on the source of elec- 
trical energy, it will be self-evident that 
waves sent out from the Eiffel Tower 
must have a wider range than has here- 
tofore been attained. 

This range of efficiency extends over a 
circle having a radius of 3,000 kilometers 
(1,863 miles), or which includes a terri- 
tory with a diameter of 6,000 kilometers 
(3,726 miles), extending from Greenland 
in the north to and including all Europe, 
Asia Minor and Northern Africa, down as 
far as Senegal. 

After preliminary experiments in this 
line had been made with the tower, and it 
had been used temporarily as a wireless 
telegraphy station, it has been, for some 
time, permanently employed for this pur- 
pose. Exactly at midnight (mean time) 
the standard clock closes the points of a 
contact, two minutes later a second and 
four minutes after midnight a third. Each 
contact continues for 0.1 second and causes 
the sending of three to four electrical 
waves into space, with the speed of elec- 
tricity, which amounts to about 290,000 
kilometers (200,090 miles) per second. 

All ships at sea, within a distance of 
3,000 kilometers (1,863 miles) of Paris, 
can, with their receiving apparatus, read 
the signals, and thus obtain the exact tine, 
with which they can compare their chro 
nometers, so that, with their aid, they can 
determine the precise point in the ocean 
at which they are located. 

In the course of time, even stronger ap- 
paratus is to be installed, that will afford 
an effective wave radius of 10,800 kilo- 
meters (6,700 miles), thus bringing the 
coast of North American within reach. 
Theoretically speaking, there is now hardly 
an obstacle to the extension of the system 
over the whole surface of the earth. 

Two astronomers, Messrs. Claude and 
Driancourt, are, moreover, occupied in 
making the wireless telegraphy outfit of 
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the Eiffel Tower available for the deter- 
mination of longitude. 

The determination of the relative geo- 
graphical longitude of two places is by no 
means so easy an undertaking as the de- 
termination of the latitude. In determin- 
ing the longitude of the comparative local- 
ities, the time at both, at a predetermined 
moment, must be known and from the 
difference in the times, the difference in 
longitude must be calculated. Inasmuch 
as the wireless telegraphy of the Eiffel 
Tower facilitates the exact comparison of 
time at distances within its district hither- 
to not even approximately attainable, the

A Huge Electric Clock. 


HIS time it is England that has pro 
duced a big clock and being an elec- 
trical device, it appropriately hails frony 
the so-called “Faraday Works,” named after 
the great electrical pioneer. It is an elec- 
tric clock with four dials, each 25 feet in 
diameter, and with a minute hand 14 feet 
long. The four finished dials alone will 
weigh 15 tons, but will not look so large 
when 220 feet above the ground on the 
tower of the new Royal Liverpool Society 
building, at Liverpool. 
The hands will be actuated electrically

determinations of the earth. 

The importance it possesses as a column 
300 meters (328 yards) in height and the 
loftiest structure on the earth, fades in 
comparison with the service the tower ren- 
ders to science and the world’s intercourse, 
which, ‘moreover, will unquestionably be 
increased. What a retrospect, says the 
Deutsche Uhrmacher Zeitung, when we 
turn the mind’s eye from Columbus, in 
his weak little ships, beating aimlessly 
about for months on the ocean, to the 
Eiffel Tower, which, like a lighthouse of 
time, shows the ocean voyagers of to-day, 
by invisible means, a certain path across 
the seas.

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The Law and the Retailer.

Defamation of Busiuess Rival Will 
Be Enjvined. 

HE complainant and offender were as- 
sociated in business in the manufac- 
ture of fancy metal ornaments, as co-part- 
ners, under the firm name or style of White 
& Reid. The firm of White & Reid, prior 
to the dissolution of the partnership, em- 
ployed one Black, upon a salary and a con- 
tingent interest in the profits of the busi- 
ness. Black eccupied a position of trust 
and confidence, and was entrusted with the 
firm’s pans and secrets. 

The business of the firm consisted largely 
of exporting its products to ports of 
South America, Central America and the 
West Indies. The articles of co-partner- 
ship were about to terminate, but due to 
the disagreements and dissensions between 
the partners, White commenced suit sev- 
eral months before the expiratton of the 
partnership term, for the purpose of dis- 
solving the co-partnership and liquidating 
its business. 

To avoid unnecessary delay and great 
expense, a voluntary dissolution agreement 
was decided and executed. This 
agreement contained among other clauses, a

provision, whereby Reid, for a valuable con- 
sideration, sold, assigned, transferred and 
set over unto White ail his (Reid's) right, 
title and interest mm and to the good-will 
of said firm, and the files, correspondence, 
books, printed matter, addresses 
trade-marks and trade-names. And it was 
further agreed that White should have the 
exclusive right to the use of the name of 
the said firm or to describe himself as suc- 
cessor to the firm of White & Reid. it was 
also agrecd that all orders on the books of 
the firm, prior to the date of dissolution 
should be filled and carried out by White, 
for the benefit of both parties, but that all 
orders received after the dissolution, 
whether said orders were received by the 
former firm or by Reid, the retiring mem- 
ber of the firm, shall be the property of 
White and attended to by him upon his 
own responsibility.

[It was. however, understood by White 
and Reid that notwithstanding the sale by 
Reid of his entire interest in, and to, the 
firm business and assets and of the good- 
will of the firm, that Reid would engage on 
his own account in a similar business, to 
that conducted by the firm. Reid, the re- 
tiring member of the firm, engaged in the 
same business and associated with him 
Black, who was the confidential man of the 
former firm ef White & Reid. Black evi- 
dently was very and confidential 
with and actually assisted Reid in the acts 
of which White, the continuing member of 
the firm, especially complains. Black, soon 
after the dissolution of the firm, actively 
aided Reid, not only in soliciting business 
of those who had formerly transacted busi- 
ness with the firm, but interfered by the 
most unfair means and unscrupulous and 
libelous letters and circulars to destroy the 


close 


complainant’s (White’s) business and to 
discredit him, especially with those with 
whom the firm had formerly dealt. 

This Reid did, with the assistance of 
Black, not only to gain business for him- 
self, but evidently with the unscrupulous 
and malicious intent of injuring the com- 
plainant’s reputation and destroying the 
value of the good wil’, which he had sold to 
White. An injunction order was obtained 
restraining the former member, Reid, from 
soliciting business from those who were 
the customers of the former firm of White 
& Reid. An appeal, however, was taken 
from this decision by Reid. It may be in- 
teresting to note, at this time, that the 


Court in granting the injunction restraining 


Reid, the retiring member of the firm, from 
soliciting business from the old customers 
of the firm of White & Reid, is based 
upon a decision of the House of Lords, 
which held in effect that while a retiring 
member of a firm may engage in a com- 
peting business, he may not solicit the cus- 
tomers of the old firm, although he may 
deal with them when they come to him. 

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of the State of New York held that 
this rule was not adopted in its entirety in 
this country, saying: “That the question 
whether a retiring member of a firm may 
solicit customers of the former firm, gener- 
ally is made to depend vpon the circum- 
stances of the particular case. That with- 
out this circumstance a retiring partner 
of a firm, notwithstanding that he has sold 
to his associate or remaining member, the 
good-will of the firm, might still engage in 

business and solicit trade 
Id customers.” The Court, 
however, very careful to limit and 
circumscribe the extent to which the re- 
tiring member of a firm may venture, and 
to point out that in conducting his new 
businéss the retiring member must keep 
within the limits of fair competition, and 
not to act in a way as to destroy the value 
of the good will, which he has sold.

The complainant further insisted upon 
appeal that Reid should have been en- 
joined from resorting to any means, 


scheme or device to destroy or interfere 
with the good-will of the former firm of 
White & Reid, or from writing, preparing, 
printing or causing to be written, printed 
or prepared, or from mailing or sending 
or causing to be mailed or sent any letters, 
circulars or printed matter of any kind, the 
tendencv of wh’ch will be to destroy the 
good will connected with plaintiff’s business 
or reflect or tend to reflect upon the plain- 
tiff’s character for honesty or fair dealing, 
or which, in any way will tend to hold up 
the complainant to ridicule and disgrace 
and to create the impression that hs is dis- 
honest, or which in any way will cause 
plaintiff harm in his business, or from 
making or writing or causing to be made 
or written any defamatory statement of 
and concerning the plaintiff in reference to 
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his financial standing or otherwise to the 
various banks or banking institutions with 
which the piaintiff deals, or to any person. 

The Court held “That Reid, aided by 
Black, has done all the things sought to be 
restrained and for the further reason that 
Reid half-heartedly denied the commission 
of these acts, if denied at all. That such 
acts tend to destroy the value of the good- 
will, which was sold to the complainant, and 
it cannot be denied that the result of the 
great detriment to the complainant was 
planned and intended to be accomplished by 
Reid.” Although a Court of Equity will 
not luterfere with the administration and 
enforcement of criminal law, and although 
to enjoin the publication of a libel is practi- 
cally an interference in the administration 
of criminal law, it will nevertheless grant 
the injunction, irrespective of the fact that 
the articles and circulars may be libelous, 
for the reason that such libelous publication 
tended to destroy the value of the good-wiil 
of the firm and affects the property rights, 
since the acts of the offender Reid have the 
tendency to greatly injure and affect the 
complainant’s business, they will be re- 
strained, irrespective of the incidental libel- 
ous character. The Court further held, 
“That Reid should not be restrained or en- 
joined from soliciting business from cus- 
tomers of the former firm, so long as his 
solicitations are made by frank and fair 
means and.in no way tending to injure the 
complainant's reputation for honesty and 
fair dealing.” 

The above determination proceeds upon 
the theory that commercial interests are 
best promoted by a repeated adherence to 
the rule which the sages of the law so 
strongly approve. The rule secures fair- 
dealing based upon the merit and business 
capacity of the merchant and checks the 
wild spirit of vnscrupulous and unprinci- 
pled competition tending to destroy not only 
the business cf a commercial rival, but the 
very manhood of the trader who makes 
bis fortune not by building up his own 
business, but by the destruction of the bus- 
iness of an honest competitor.

A View of the Cut Glass Interests. | 








AS the art of glass cutting lost its 
cunning, or why the decadence with- 
in the past few years. Certainly cut glass 
(as turned out by certain concerns) has 
fallen into disrepute within the last few 
years among the higher art circles, and 
many of the fine stores have relegated it 
to a lesser place of prominence than for- 
merly. 

American cut glass for yeass made a 
steady and rapid progress and wrought its 
own place in the market. The firms manu- 
facturing it vied with each other to pro- 
duce the finest and best example of the 
art. Among the first and most radical 
changes in the manufacture was the intro- 
duction of the acid finish, which soon had 
the tendency to enlarge the sphere and 
lessen the price of the product, and while 
many at first decried the introduction of 
this mode of finish as contra to the best 
hand-finished glass, one by one the manu- 
facturers fell in line and adopted its use. 
With some it was used as a proficent agent 
to produce a fine foundation to the final 
touches of the hand worker's skill; by 
others, to escape the expensive and delicate 
taste of that final hand work, and so re- 
sulted in lessening the price of the article. 

It is no longer a question among the 
manufacturers of the choicest grade, that 
in combination with or as a precursor to 
the final hand-finish, it was an advance 
movement in the art of glass cutting, and 
led largely to the popularizing of the ware, 
and owing to its reduced cost found a 
very much elarged sphere. 

There is nothing truer in life than that 
the love and admiration of beauty dwells 
equally secure with poverty as with riches, 
and as the artistic ware came within the 
monetary reach of the people a much wider 
demand was created. 

The next innovation was even more rad- 
ical in its effect on the trade feature of the 
business, i.¢.,the introduction of the fig- 
ured blank. It is not necessary in this 
article to describe what is meant by the 
figured blank. It is known to the trade 
from one end of the land to the other—an 
American invention that has swept the 
country and crossed the seas. Scarcely a 
manufacturer who has not used it in his 
ware, and scarcely one that has not at some 
time praised its merits or decried its de- 
merits. Hardly a stock of goods can be 
found that has not been entered by the 
modern product. of American genius, the 


figured blank, in some form or degree of 
re-cut finish. Since the advent of the fig- 
ured blank some years ago, the demoraliza- 
tion of the cut glass manufacturing inter- 
ests has gone on steadily until the past 
five years has seen the worst form of com- 
petition that can enter any business—that, 
where quality is pushed to one side and 
price alone has determined results. Articles 
that had very little semblance to the genu- 
ine art have been foisted on the market 
and an unsophisticated public has been vic- 
timized and every branch of the business 
has been made to feel the burden. 

Now the cry is going up for some change 
in its regulation; meetings of manufactur- 
ers and labor unions are being held and 
the formation of rules to put a stop to any 
further demoralization of the business and 
decide the question for all time in the in- 
terests of the future, both of the artistic 
and the financial side of the business. So 
far little good has resulted. The war of 
prices still goes an, and the unsatisfactory 
product still continues to appear in the 
market. 

Among the many remedies that have been 
mentioned, the writer has met none that 
meet the situation fully. One of the most 
important of these was the discontinuance 
of the stock pattefn in figured blanks, or, 
in other words, a design that was sold in- 
discriminately to a dozen or more different 
factories, that, when once on the market, 
could not be traced back to its original 
source and any blame for its demerits 
placed where it belonged. 

The introduction of the rule that each 
manufacturer should own their own molds, 
and therefore have their distinctive designs, 
seemed a step in the right direction, and in 
some respects an advantage to the manu- 
facturers and the trade, but, on the whole, 
it fell short of the desired end by the fact 
that designs were similarized, and by some 
factories slighting the finish, making a sav- 
ing in cost of productcion, the same com- 
petitive process went on, and the object 
aimed at and the benefits anticipated were 
lost. Combinations are being attempted 
now with a view to regulating the business 
and controlling the output. It has been 
stated that no new factories can procure 
the blanks, and therefore, by continuing the 
present existing ones, agreements can be 
perfected leading to better conditions. It 
must appear clear to anyone that a move of 
this character will be a breach of the late 


Sherman law, or so-called anti-trust law. 

Now, let us come at the practical issue 
and consider the only practical remedy that 
seems possible. Let me state first, however, 
that the figured blank is not necessarily an 
evil. It might be made of benefit. Its evil 
attendant influence is not in the fact that 
it is a figured blank, but that it has been 
put on the market by many manufacturers 
in a state of crudeness and absolute lack 
of finish, and been offered as genuine cut 
glass to the detriment of the trade. Had 
it received from the first that care which 
was expended on the average roughed blank 
the degree of damage following its intro- 
duction to the trade would not have been 
wrought. 

Now, to the point of the remedy. This 
lies absolutely with the manufacturer of 
the figured blank. It is a patented, there- 
fore a proprietary article; any restrictions 
put upon the sale of the same are not in 
the nature of a “restraint of trade,” but 
rather a protection to the merits and value 
of said patents for the explicit protection 
of the owner’s private rights invested 
therein. There can be no conspiracy in an 
act that demands of all purchasers of fig- 
ured blanks the same conditions. 

The figured blank primarily was created 
by the genius of its originator to save the 
process of roughing as well as uniformity 
of pattern and design. It is therefore per- 
fectly within his right and power to com- 
pel everyone by contract to properly finish, 
1. é@., recut every portion of a design that 
has been imprinted on the blank corre- 
sponding to the roughing process. There 
was a time, up until quite recently, when 
this could not have been as effectively car- 
ried out, owing. to the competition in the 
manufacture of figured blanks; but since 
the courts have established the fact of per- 
sonal rights this can no longer be a factor 
in the game. It is therefore up to the 
manufacturer of the figured blanks to de- 
mand of all purchasers of this ware that 
every figured blank be fully recut; by that 
we mean that no part of the design shall be 
allowed to escape the recutting process, It 
would then become an easy matter and a 
same one to refuse to supply the blanks to 
such as disregard the contracts, and thereby 
protect the interests of such manufacturers 
whose aim is to sustain the character of 
the business and live up to their contract, 
and at the same time the patent rights in- 
vested in the same by making such contract 
compulsory and binding on all alike. All 
combinations of either labor or manufac- 
turers will avail nothing to remedy the evil 
that has crept into the business incident 
to the figured blank unless enforced in 
some such manner. a

s6 HAT it is the high privilege of the 

true craftsman to make useful 
things beautiful and in so doing increase 
their usefulness,” is maintained by a con- 
tributor to a prominent western publica- 
tion, The cup, being a utensil of primary 
and permanent use where man is found, 1s 
taken for purposes of illustration. Man 
undoubtediy first quenched his thirs: by 
catching the falling water in his upturned 
hand; then possibly a large leaf was util- 
ized; then perhaps vessels were made, first 
of straw, bark or hollowed wood, then of 
dried earth, finally of glass, china and the 
precious metals. The first rude utensils 
were made merely for purposes of utility, 
but when they became useful as gifts or 
for pouring libations to early gods, an ele- 
ment of beauty was introduced. 

The cup made round than 
square, because this shape itself 
more readily to use; handles were added 
for convenience in one case and lips for 
convenience in another. Sizes varied from 
miniature to large, because the liquids to be 
contained by it varied from precious drops 
of rarest wine to the coarsest mess of po- 
tage. 

In this way, requirements of utility gave 
rise to certain laws for making, modifying 
and even decorating the little utensil of 
universal use. Among these are the laws 
of proportion, requiring that bowl, lip and 
handle shall be in proper proportion one 
with the other; the law of symmetry, which 
calls for perfection of outline, and material, 
which controls uses and methods of struc- 
ture. Color, ornament and texture are 
likewise all elements of beauty, if har- 
moniously used. Within: these laws, then, 
lies an infinite beauty, the degree thereof 
depending upon the skill and earnestness 
of the craftsman. 

From the simplest little cup, maintaining 
only the severe beauty of line and texture, 
to the beauty of the chalice mounted with 
precious gold and silver there is an im- 
finite variety, lying well within the reach 
of every true craftsman.—Pottery and 
Glass.

Antique and Modern Porcelain Marks. 


A* interesting decision was lately pro- 
nounced by the German Imperial Tri- 
bunal with regard to the infringement of 
registered marks through the sale of an- 
tiques. A Strasburg dealer had sold a por- 
celain grouprepresenting two women in the 
costume ot the Louis VI. period, the group 
bearing the maik of two crossed swords, 
with an intervening dot, pro- 
tected by the German patent office in favor 
of the Royal Porcelain Factory of Meissen. 
On suit being brought for infringement, the 
defendant gained the day. 

The official decision was partially as fol- 
lows: 

“The construction and object of legisla- 
tion affecting marks refers to wares pro- 
duced by modern industrial concerns in- 
tended for regular circulation in the trade 
and commerce of the industry, but not for 
isolated relics of a long-past age which have 
long ceased to be objects of daily use, and 
which are highly appreciated for their rarity 
and for their artistic or historical value. It 
is self-evidént that the object of rational 
legislation cannot have been to place a ban, 
to a certain extent, on rare and valuable 
antiques, by excluding them from art lovers 
and connoisseurs, by reason of their bearing 
marks indicating their origin or by whom 
they were made. The result of the applica- 
tion of paragraph 19, section 1, might pos- 
sibly be the destruction of the articles be- 
cause tens of hundreds of years after their 
being made a similar mark was registered. 

“Such antique marks or stamps are, in 
accordance with general understanding, the 
property ot the learned as well as the un- 
learned world, as dumb, yet thoroughly re- 
liable, testimony of the genuineness of the 
articles on which they had been placed.”— 
Pottery, Glass and Brass Salesman.

Question No, 2733.—Blistering of 
Gold.—Can you give me a correction for 
14 karat or 18 karat blistering, and 18 karat 
splitting and cracking while in work. The 
defects in both of these oniy show m ex- 
treme cases at the finish. The blisters show 
particularly in 75-1,000 stock. 

ANSWER :—As to cracking during rolling 
there may be several causes. An excess of 
copper in the alloy, which hardens the alloy 
or not enough annealing during rolling 
would cause this. Slower reduction by the 
rolls may prevent this. But as you complain 
about this with 18 karat stock, it appears 
that too much copper is used in tKe alloy. 
To overcome the difficulty use more silve1 
and less copper. In this alloy more silver 
is necessary than can be used for lower 
karats. Blistering can only be caused by 
not having the metal hot enough when 
pouring into the ingot. When the metal is 
not hot enough air cannot escape, but will 
be held by the quickly cooling metal. Dur- 
ing rolling this air remains and shows in blis- 
ters. To avoid this, have the metal hot 
enough and pour carefully into the ingot so 
that very little air can be drawn into the 
metal. Have it hot enough so it can escape 
before cooling. 

Question No. 2734.—Cleaning Matt- 
Gold.— Ve have various pieces of jeweiry 
which were mati-gold and they now show 
brewn spots and look shopworn. Can this 
jewelry be cleaned? C. and M. 

ANSWER :—If the matt-gold pieces retain 
some of their original color they may be 
cleaned by using the following recipe: 63 
parts bicarbonate of soda, 34 parts chlorine, 
17 parts common salt. These three sub- 
stances are added to 1,000 parts of water 
and the mixture stirred thoroughly until 
complete solution is obtained. It is best 
preserved in a bottle. To use, pour as much 
as wanted into a pot and hang the tar- 
nished jewelry in this for half a minute, 
and the appearance will be like new. If the 
fluid is old then it is advisable to warm 
it, but with a new solution it is not neces- 
sary. 

Question No. 2735.—Enameling Dial 
Plates.—How is the enameling done on 
sheet iron dial plates? Bz, 2. 

Answer:—The following description of 
enameling clock or other dial plates was 
given in the Scientific American: Thin 
sheet iron is cut into the desired form and 
pressed, the edges being slightly bent over. 
The plates must be cleaned chemically. 
The enamel mixture is prepared as fol- 
lows: 12 parts of white lead, 2.5 parts of 
arsenic, 8 parts of crystal glass, 3 parts 
saltpeter, 6.75 parts of borax and 2 parts 





of flint stone are ground, mixed and melted 
together, and, while still hot, chilled in cold 
water, crushed, washed and dried. The 
iron plates are spread with it and placed 
in a muffle, while the lettering and design 
are executed as usual. If we desire, how- 
ever, to impress them on cold enamel plates 
after having made an impression from the 
engraved plate in soft black enamel, first 
transfer it to paper and then retransfer it, 
after which the article must be returned 
to the muffle. 

Question No. 2736.—Black Finish for 
Brass, etc.—How can I produce a durable 
black finish on brass? B. F. 

ANSWeER:—A black finish much used now 
for brass, copper or bronze is known as 
the heat black. To produce this, polish the 
metal articles in the usual way, then sand 
blast if possible. Mix in a stone jar three 
ounces of nitrate of copper, dissolved in 
three ounces of water. To this add one 
ounce of nitrate of silver dissolved in one 
ounce of water. Mix well and add to the 
whole two or three ounces of water. Heat 
the metal to be treated on an iron plate to 
about 250° F., and apply the solution by 
painting on with a soft brush as evenly as 
possible. Two even coatings should be 
applied. This temperature is not enough 
to draw the temper of hard metal, but sol 
dered pieces would start the solder and 
they should be treated differently. After 
cooling, brush off the fluffy gathering with 
a stiff brush, and, if a darker shade is 
wanted, paint over with liver of sulphur 
solution and dry again by means of heat. 
A good; coat of lacquer will protect the 
color. 

Question No, 2737.—Aluminum Solder. 
—Can you give the formula for a good 
aluminum solder? R. M. 

ANSWER :—-According to the Brass World, 
a new aluminum solder has recently been 
patented by Joseph Silver, New York City 
(U. S. Patent 968,203, Aug. 23, 1910). It 
consists of the following: Tin, 85.10 per 
cent.; aluminum, 10.80 per cent.; mag- 
nesium, 2.75 per cent.; cadmium, 1.35 per 
cent. The mixture is made in a graphite 
crucible and stirred with a dry stick of 
wood, after which it is poured into bars. A 
flux of borax is used to cover the metal 
while melting. For some classes of arti- 
cles the inventor states that platinum may 
be used instead of cadmium, and that such 
an alloy is preferable although of high 
price. 

Question No. 2738.—Mending Broken 
Tortoise Shell.—How can I join together 
a broken tortoise shell? w.3. . 

ANSWER :—Broken tortoise shells may be 
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welded together in the following manner: 
The fractured parts are first freed from 
all grease and then fitted accurately to- 


gether. The pieces are wrapped in a wet 
rag. By clamping the pieces together with 


red hot irons the wet wrappings will create 
superheated steam, which in turn will weld 
the broken parts firmly together. Care 
must be taken to hold the parts closely 
together, also to have enough heat to effect 
a good joint. After removing the wrap- 
ping, the seam should be smoothed and pol- 
ished with rouge. It requires some skill 
and patience to keep the seams in proper 
position during the heating. 

QueEsTIoN No. 2739.—Watch Oil.—How 
can I prepare watch oil, or a watch oil 
preparation, that will not gum up and is 
free from mucilage and acid? W. O. 

ANSWER :—Watch oil should be prepared 
so that it will be pure oleine. To obtain 
this take a good oil and put it in a receiver, 
with eight times its weight of concentrated 
alcohol, boiling for 10 minutes. Decant the 
liquid, allow it to cool, and let evaporate 
to about one-fifth. Filter this and put in 
a well stoppered bottle. Oil prepared in 
this manner will not gum or dry up. 


Question No. 2740.—Cleaning Coffee 
Pots.—How can the silver and nickel- 
plated coffee pots be cleaned on the inside 
to remove the coffee stains? Water alone 
wil] not do it, 6.8. 

ANSWER :—Coffee stains on the inside of 
the pots can be removed by filling the 
pot with boiling water and putting in a 
handful of borax: then let boil for five or 
10 minutes. This will loosen the coffee 
stains, and the inside may then be cleaned 
with hot water. Many silver coffee pots 
could not be set on a fire to boil the borax 
and water, and in this case the boiling 
borax water can be kept in the pot until it 
cools; then pour out; heat the water again 
while melting. 





Use of Zinc in Sterling Silver Manufacture. 





(From The Brass World.) 


CCORDING to J. H. Ronaldson, of 
Birmingham, England, zinc is pref- 
erable to copper as the alloying materiat 
in the manufacture of sterling silver. He 
claims that the sterling silver thus made is 
much softer and more ductile than ordinary 
sterling silver made with copper, and casts 
sounder. 

The proportions used are as follows: 

Silver 
Zinc 

As far as the law is concerned, both in 
our own and in foreign countries, there is 
no restriction upon the kind of alloy that 
shall be used. All that is required is that 
the sterling silver shall be 925 parts per 
1,000 fine. 

Zinc, of course, has strong deoxidizing 
properties, and it has been ysed as an ad- 
dition (in small quanties) to sterling silver 
to deoxidize it. Sterling containing con- 
siderable zinc, however, has the property 
of being more drossy when melted than 
when copper is used. In addition to this 
point, it is a volatile metal and more diffi- 
culty would be experienced in maintaining 
the desired fineness than when copper is 
employed as the alloy.
